Is Going Downward 


WASHINGTON, March 19.— 


The cost of food is still on the 
decline, the bureau of labor sta- 
tistics announced. 


Retail food prices were nine 


per cent, lower in February than. 
in January the bureau announc- 
ed, and the decline in retail costs 
from February, 1920, to Febru- 
ary 1921, was 21 per cent. 


Of forty-four articles of food 


used as the- basis for these sta- 
tistics the bureau found that only 
one commodity, hens, increased 
in price during February.
